Dear  Livingston  Alumni, 

Over  the  past  two  years,  a Rutgers  University  Task 
Force  on  Alumni  Relations  has  extensively  studied 
the  way  that  alumni  relations  on  both  the 
university  and  individual  college  levels  have 
been  structured  and  coordinated. 

Currently,  an  umbrella  organization  - the  Rutgers  University  Alumni 
Federation  - coordinates  membership  recruitment  and  dues  mailings 
and  services,  and  programs  such  as  affinity  credit  cards  and  life 
insurance  programs,  with  a portion  of  the  revenue  after  expenses 
distributed  to  the  nearly  20  individual  alumni  associations  such  as 
Livingston,  Douglass,  Rutgers  College  and  others.  This  revenue 
provides  most  of  the  funding  for  our  association  to  organize  programs 
and  services  for  Livingston  alumni  and  students,  including  Career 
Networking  Night,  the  Livingston  Pride  Award,  our  participation  in 
Homecoming  and  communications  such  as  the  newsletter  you  are  now 
reading. 

In  late  2007,  Rutgers  University  President  Richard  McCormick  and  the 
Rutgers  University  Board  of  Governors  endorsed  the  recommendations 
of  the  Task  Force  on  Alumni  Relations.  Details  of  the  changes  can  be 
found  at  http://www.alumni.rutgers.edu/transform/ . In  a nutshell,  the 
changes  include: 

• The  creation  of  a new  organization  called  the  Rutgers 
University  Alumni  Association,  which  replaces  the  Alumni 
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"It's  not  WHAT  you  know. . ..it's  WHO  you  know!"  That  was  the  theme  heard 
through  Speed  Networking  Night,  presented  on  November  27, 2007  by 
the  Livingston  Alumni  Association’s  young  alumni  committee,  the  Rutgers 
Alumni  Associaton’s  undergraduate  committee  and  Rutgers  Career 
Services.  Over  1 00  alumni  and  1 50  students  representing  different 
majors  and  industries  participated  in  the  event. 

The  evening  started  off  with  a round  robin,  where  students  were  able  to 
briefly  meet  with  an  alumnus  for  three  minutes.  A whistle  would  then 
sound  and  the  alumnae  would  get  up  and  move  to  a new  set  of  students. 
The  second  session  consisted  of  a chance  for  students  to  meet  with 
alumni  that  related  closest  to  their  career  goals.  Representatives  from 
Rutgers  Career  Services  were  on  hand  to  provide  resume  critiques  and 
job  search  tips. 

The  Rutgers  Student  Activities  Committee  will  be  holding  a Speed 
Networking  Night  on  February  20  at  the  Busch  Student  Center.  The 
Livingston  Alumni  Association  and  Rutgers  Alumni  Association's 
Undergraduate  Committee  are  supporting  this  program.

What  does  this  mean  for  the  Livingston  Alumni  Association?  While  the  LAA 
and  other  “legacy  associations”  associated  with  the  individual  schools 
can  continue  in  existence,  our  key  revenue  streams  from  dues 
membership  payments  and  the  university’s  alumni  programs  are  no 
longer  available.  In  addition,  since  the  University  coordinates  our  email 
and  print  communications  mailings  with  LAA  members,  we  are  not  assured 
of  being  able  to  contact  you  on  a consistent  basis  with  information  about 
programs  of  interest  to  Livingston  College  graduates. 

If  you  participated  in  our  2007  programs  - Homecoming,  Reunion, 

Speed  Networking  Night,  Theatre  Night  and  more  - you  know  that  we  are 
a vibrant  association.  There’s  more  in  store  in  2008  - expanded 
Reunion  and  Livingston  Legacy  programs,  Livingston  Distinguished 
Alumni  Awards,  in  addition  to  Homecoming,  Speed  Networking  Night, 
Theatre  Night  and  a Day  At  The  Races  - but  we  need  your  help  to 
continue  our  services  and  programs  of  interest  for  Livingston  alumni.

You  may  be  asking: 

Q.  How  will  the  LAA  be  able  to  pay  for  these  programs  when  consistent 
funding  is  no  longer  available  from  the  Rutgers  University  Alumni 
Association? 

A.  Some  programs  such  as  Reunion  Weekend  are  underwritten  through 
funding  from  the  class  fees  we  paid  while  students  at  Livingston.  We 
have  also  been  fortunate  to  have  received  generous  donations  over  the 
past  year  from  organizations  and  individuals  that  are  interested  in 
seeing  Livingston-specific  programs  such  as  the  Pride  Award  continue. 
You  can  make  a tax-deductible  donation  to  support  the  LAA  and  its 
programs  at  http://www.livingstonalumni.org/support.htm  Through  the 
work  of  Jeff  Isaacs  and  the  LAA’s  Budget  & Finance  Committee,  investment 
of  the  income  received  by  the  LAA  through  the  years  has  provided  us 
with  some  “rainy  day”  resources. 


admission  fee,  we  will  be  able  to  continue  these  important  celebrations. 
We  may  be  able  to  apply  to  the  Rutgers  University  Alumni  Federation  for 
a grant  to  underwrite  some  programs  but  there’s  no  guarantee  that  the 
requests  will  be  approved. 

We  will  need  to  reduce  our  mailing  and  printing  expenses,  and  will 
explore  ways  to  deliver  this  newsletter  to  you  via  email.  In  the  survey  on 
page  3,  we  are  also  asking  for  your  thoughts  on  paying  a small  annual 
fee  to  the  LAA  to  help  underwrite  our  programs. 

Bottom  line:  think  of  the  LAA’s  current  situation  as  being  a family  that  has 
lost  a major  source  of  income  and  is  looking  for  ways  to  maintain 
essential  programs  and  services. 

Q.  I recently  purchased  a multi-year  or  life  LAA  membership.  Now  that 
membership  is  free,  can  I get  a refund? 

A.  The  Alumni  Federation  has  asked  their  Alumni  and  Recruitment 
Engagement  committee  to  come  up  with  recommendations  for  alumni  who 
have  recently  paid  for  multi-year  or  life  memberships.  The  LAA  is 
represented  on  this  committee  and  will  provide  input  to  represent  the 
members  in  this  situation. 

Q.  Will  the  LAA  have  any  involvement  in  the  formation  and  launch  of  the 
RUAA? 

A.  President  McCormick  has  appointed  a committee  to  implement  the 
recommendations  of  the  Task  Force  on  Alumni  Relations,  and  the  LAA  has 
communicated  with  Dr.  McCormick,  members  of  the  task  force  and  the 
Alumni  Relations  staff  its  interest  in  building  and  implementing  the  new 
era  in  university  alumni  programs. 

Q.  Why  is  the  LAA  still  giving  out  the  Pride  Award  when  Livingston  College 
is  no  longer  in  existence? 

A.  While  Livingston  College  is  no  longer  in  existence,  a large  number  of 
students  who  were  underclassmen  in  2007  have  indicated  to  the 
University  that  they  would  like  their  diplomas  to  state  they  are  graduates 
of  Livingston  College  in  honor  of  the  significance  that  Livingston’s 
programs  have  had  on  their  lives.  At  its  August  2007  meeting,  the  LAA 
board  voted  to  increase  the  amount  of  the  Pride  Award  and  members  of 
the  board  have  made  donations  to  the  LAA  to  add  to  the  award  funding.

We  will 
continue  to  explore  partnership  opportunities  to  provide  the  best 
possible  return  for  our  members  and  the  students  who  benefit  from  our 
programs.  Homecoming  is  a very  valuable  contact  point  for  student  and 
alumni  members,  and  we  will  make  every  effort  to  maintain  our  current 
involvement.  Programs  such  as  the  Livingston  Legacy  series  or 
Livingston  Distinguished  Alumni  dinner  are  very  worthy  ones  and 
celebrate  what’s  special  about  our  alma  mater.

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The  Livingston  Campus  was  the  scene  of  a significant  milestone  in  its 
history  on  November  28,  2007,  when  students,  administrators,  and 
public  officials  conducted  a groundbreaking  ceremony  for  the  start  of  a 
1 9,000-square  foot  addition  to  the  Livingston  Student  Center,  an  effort 
in  the  discussion  and  planning  states  for  1 5 years  and  engendering 
debate  on  the  university’s  priorities  for  the  campus  in  Piscataway 
Township. 

Plans  to  improve  the  student  center  also  include  the  renovation  of 
nearly  40  percent  of  the  current  center,  which  was  built  in  1 986. 
According  to  Jacqui  Whitfield,  external  vice  president  of  the  Livingston 
Campus  Council,  “It  is  a personal  and  professional  triumph  to  see  the 
fruits  of  our  labors  over  the  past  1 5 years  culminate  in  such  an 
occasion,”  Whitfield  said.  “It  is  vital  to  remove  the  stigma  that  has  been 
attached  to  the  campus  for  too  many  years”  from  a lack  of  meeting  and 
study  space,  few  dining  choices  and  overall  dearth  of  student  life  at  the 
center.” 

A new  multipurpose  room  with  modern  sound  and  lighting  systems,  an 
expanded  coffeehouse  area,  a convenience  store,  a collaborative 
learning  center,  and  additional  meeting  and  lounge  space  will  be 
included  in  the  expansion. 


In  his  September  28, 2007  annual  address  to  the  University  community, 
Rutgers  President  Richard  McCormick  proposed  a long-term  plan  to 
develop  Livingston  Campus  and  bring  all  of  Rutgers'  professionally 
oriented  programs  to  the  Piscataway  campus. 

According  to  Dr.  McCormick,  the  Livingston  Campus  will  continue  to  be  an 
academic  setting  but  with  a new  vision;  a place  where  business  leaders 
of  today  and  tomorrow  would  mingle  with  educators  to  advance  their 
careers  or  enrich  their  lives. 

“Throughout  its  history,  Livingston  has  focused  on  leadership  and 
social  responsibility  in  a diverse  society.  Our  vision  is  to  expand  that 
focus  by  making  Livingston  a center  for  professional  education,” 
McCormick  said.  “I  want  to  bring  together  our  schools  of  business, 
management  and  labor  relations,  education,  and  social  work,  which 
already  share  a commitment  to  professional  education,  continuing 
education,  and  executive  education.”  According  to  McCormick  and 
Anthony  Calcado,  the  University’s  Vice  President  for  Facilities  and 
Capital  Planning,  the  Livingston  Campus  has  a wealth  of  potential  to  make 
it  attractive  to  all  types  of  students,  particularly  business-oriented  and 
adult  students; 

• close  proximity  to  the  science  and  research  facilities 
on  Busch  Campus 

• ample  parking 

• easy  access  by  highway 

• convenient  accessibility  to  rail  service  via  the 
New  Jersey  Transit  train  station  in  Edison 


The  Rutgers  Ecological  Preserve  is  another  area  that  can  be  used  to 
expand  educational  opportunities  on  the 
Livingston  Campus,  said  Calcado.  “The 
ecological  preserve  is  not  used  to  its  maximum 
educational  and  recreational  potential.  By 
defining  well-maintained  trails  and  developing 
educational  programs,  university  administrators 
hope  to  bring  a similar  vibrancy  planned  for 
Livingston  Campus  to  the  preserve.  Right  now, 
it’s  difficult  to  get  through,  and  there  are  limited 
trails,”  Calcado  said.  “It’s  got  to  be  used  a lot 
better  for  our  educational  purposes,  and  be  an 
amenity  to  everything  that  we  plan.” 


Mr.  Calcado  was  scheduled  to  provide  additional 
information  about  the  plans  for  the  Livingston 
Campus  at  the  LAA’s  February  6 board  meeting.
